The fact that compulsory vaccination 
b^g'in Monday added to the frenzy 
of the

The mob at once began a furious 
onslaught 
upon the public buildings. 
The central 
police station is located here and but 
few 
officers were present most 
of the force be­ 
ing at the ea*t end, wnere a riot was ex 
pected. 
The crowd began to throw stones, 
and soon every win low in the spacious 
structure was smashed. 
The police were 
hurriedly summoned and came on the run. 
Revolvers were draw n and some twenty 
shots were fired. 
Fortunately no one was 
injured. 
The crowd now 
numbered sev­ 
eral thcusand, and it was not till the en­ 
tire police force of the city had been sum­ 
moned that the mob was driven away and 
officers surrounded the building prepared to 
defend it.

At 2 a. in. the rioters burned an alier- 
man s house in the east end, and tnen 
marched on The Star newspaper office, 
crying “ Vengeance on new ,papir men,” 
“The newspaper men, doctors a n i English­ 
men must go.’’ 
The mayor expresses his intention of call­ 
ing an emergency meeting |of the citizens, 
and will proclaim m artial law if necessary. 
A feeling is expr#asal th at there m u-t he 
no wavenug now, and th at the French 
must be made to obey the order of the 
health authorities. 
The police hav e made a number o t 
vesta, and great ex citement prev ails, 
a late hour the mob had dispersed for 
night and the city was quiet.

CHOLERA IN NOVA SCOTIA. 


Six D ea ths P er Da y a t H a utsport—A nx ­ 
iety In Sla ine. 
B anoor, 
Mr , Sept 29 .—There is much 
anx iety in eastern Maine regarding the re­ 
ports of the ex istence of Asiatic oholera at 
Hautsport. Nov a Scotia, as there is a great 
deal of trav el between the prov ince and tho 
states. 
It is reported that the deaths at 
Hautsport av erage six a day , out of 
a popu­ 
lation of 1,000. 
The epidemic is said to hav e been caused 
in this way; Last fall a shoal of black fish 
came up the river, which runs almost 
through the village. 
The tide receding, 
many of these fish were left on the mu 1 
flat?. 
They weighed several tons. 
A 
local firm secured the fish, and, taking a 
large quantity of oil from them, buried 
the carcasses on the shore. 
This summer 
the place where the fDh were buried be­ 
came a regular stench pit 
When the wind 
was blow ng from the river the small in the 
village was almost unbearable. 
This was 
allowed to continue for some tinn, but 
finally a covering of lime and earth was 
put over the carcasses, and the stench 
ceased to be an nnnoyanoe. 
The neglect of 
an effective sanitary rule is at the bottom 
of the trouble.

Monday afternoon the startling announce­ 
ment was made that the inv estigation by 
the bank ex aminers into the affairs of the 
Framingham bank, showed that Mr. Adams 
was a defaulter to the ex tent of $228,000. 
The 
ex aminers 
hav e 
made 
appli­ 
cation to 
the supreme 
oourt 
for an 
injunction restraining the bank from con­ 
tinuing business until its ex act condition 
shall hav e been made known. 
The work of ex amining the books of the 
bank showed that Treasurer Adams, in 
making up his account» , used a memoran­ 
dum book, but failed to carry forward the 
correct amounts. 
The result is a deficiency 
of about $228,000, which amount is made up 
by charging the depositors with larger

than 
were 
actually 
paid, 
with

Tho first intimation of the crime 
was receiv ed on Saturday abont noon, when 
Miss La Grange was found writhing in death 
agony at her home, hav ing taken a dose of 
rat poison. 
Kerwin and Miss La Grange 
went together to a dance at Brook’s Cor­ 
ners Friday night, and after their festiv i- 
ties were ov er started on their homeward 
driv e. 
On 
reaching 
a 
lonely 
spot 
on 
the 
road 
Kerwin 
suddenly 
leaped from 
tho 
buggy , dr&ggel 
the 
y oung lady out, and despite her cries, 
struggles and pray ers oommittei an assault 
upon her. 
Then be placed tie v ictim in the 
carriage and conv ey ed her to her home, 
leav ing her there. 
At about 2 o'clock, when 
her brother came home, « be told hint all 
about the affair and made known to him 
that she had taken poison and did not wish 
any thing to be done to sav e her life. 
The y oung man, 
howev er, took prompt 
measures 
to 
sav e 
her, 
and 
made 
her drink large quantities of milk. 
The girl 
had lost her mother, and only the brother 
and her father were home. 
The former 
called in some neighbors and sent for a doc­ 
tor. 
It was some time after the poison had 
been taken that a messenger was dispatched 
for a phy sician, and, as the family liv e out­ 
side tbe^ity limits, it made additional de­ 
lay before medical assistance was procured. 
When the dootor did arriv e he gav e the girl 
an emetic, but all efforts were without av ail, 
and she died early Saturday morning. 
An inquest held Monday dev elop kI the 
fact that the girl committed suicide, and, 
according to her own testimony , she was led 
to commit the act on account of the outrage 
she had auffered. 
An ex amination of the 
body showed to the satisfaction of the 
Neenah doctors that she had been chaste. 
The 
deceased 
was 19 y ears 
of 
age, 
small in stature, and prepossessing in ap­ 
pearance» 
Kerwin had kept company with 
her for some time. 
It has been stated that 
additional ev idence that an assault bad 
been cHnmittod was the damaged condition 
of the buggy , which shewed thatfa desperate 
struggle had taken place. 
It is reported 
that the y oung lady 's finger was broken, 
and that Kerwin pulled her out of the buggy 
three times before he committed the as­ 
sa ult 
The feeling ¡'against him is intense, 
and loud t hreats of ly nching are heard. 
The news of the crime spread rapidly , 
and the police began searching for Kerwin. 
He was found in Main street, Menasha, by 
Chief Sawy er, 
of 
Neenab, 
and 
Capt. 
O'Brien, of the Oshkosh police force, who 
led the prisoner through alley s and by -way s 
to the outskirts of the city , where conv ey ­ 
ance to this place was secured. 
People who 
came down from Neenah Monday report 
that threats of 
ly nching and shooting 
hav e been numerous, and that the brother 
of the girl has sworn to shoot Kerwin on 
sight 
On these accounts it was thought

When, however, wine “spurts” in tho bar­ 
rel, h turbid to the eye, aud flat to the taste 
—when, poured into a glass, a crown of 
small bubbles rises to the top, and when, 
slightly shaken, silky little waves move 
about in all directions, then u minute fila­ 
ment, about the thousandth part of a mil­ 
limeter in diameter, of variable length and 
extreme tenacity, has mode its appearance. 
In large quantities this organism forms a 
glutinous deposit at the bottom of the cask, 
producing carbonic acid, which spoils the 
wine. , 
Tho di.'cuae of turbid, 
spurted, 
aud 
spoiled wine is fermentation, caused by an 
organism—a 
ferment—originally existing 
on the surface of the grape, where also ex­ 
ists the organism whioh causes tho orderly 
and vinous fermentation. 
All red wines, 
especially the finest of the Cote d’Or, are 
subject to this disease, which makes them 
bitter and unfit to drink. 
Whito wine» , on 
the contrary, are exempt from this, but 
ire subject to another 
disease 
called 
maladie do la graisse. 
They, too, become 
turbid; 
but 
where

insipid,
